That the Lord would be pleaſedto accompany his own Ordi- 
nance with his bleſſing, beleeching him to enrich the perſons 
wow married, as with other pledges of his love, ſo particularly 
with the comforts and fruits of marriage, to the praiſe of his 
abundant mercy, in and through Chriſt Jeſus. 


A Regiſter to be carefully kept, wherein the Names of 
the parties ſo married, with the time of their Marriage, are

Times of ficknefle and affliction, are ſpeciall opportuni- 
ties put into his hand by God, to miniſter a word in ſea- 
ſon to weary ſouls : becauſe then the Conſciences of men 
are, or ſhould be more awakened to bethink themſelves of 
their Spirituall eſtates for Ercrnityz and Satan alſo takes 
advantage then, to load them more with ſore and heavy 
temptations,” Therefore the miniſter being ſent for, and 
reparing tothe ſick, 1s to apply himſelf with all tenderne fle; 
and love, to adminiſter ſome Spiricuall goad to his ſoule, to 
this ettect':

If it appear that he hath not a due ſenſe of his fins, endea- 
vours'ought to be uſed to convince him of his ſinnes, of 
the guilt and deſert of them, of the filth and pollution 
which the Soul contradts by them, and of the curſe of the 
Law, and wrath of God due to them 3 that he may be truly 
afteted with, and humbled for them 3 and withall to make 
known the danger of deterring Repentance, and of negle- 
Cting ſalvation atany time offered,to awaken his Conſcience 
and rowze him out of a ſtupid and fecure condition, to ap- 
prehend the Juſtice and wrath of God, before whom none 
can ſtand, but he that being loſt in himſelfe, layeth holdup- 
on Chriſt by Faith. 

If he have endeavoured to walk in the wayes of holineſle, 
& 'toſerve God in uprightneſie,although not without many 
failings.and infirmities 3 or if his{pirit be broken with the 
ſenſe of fin, or caft down thorow want of the ſenſe of Gods 
favour,thenit willbe fitto raiſe him up,by fetting before him. 
the freeneſle and-fulnefle of Gods grace, the ſuſiciency of 
Righteouſnefle in Chniſt, the gracious offers 1n the Goſpe!, 
that all who repent and-beleeve with all their heart in Gods 
mercy through Chriſt, renouncing their awn Righteoulnee, 
thall have life and falvation-ichun..

When the ſick perſon is beſt compoſed, may be leaſt di- 
ſturbed, and other neceſlary offices about him leaſt hindred,
